REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No. 2,103,103 to Waters. The improvement comprises a 
piston mechanism with diverging pistons, wherein all guide channels are provided with through- 
cuts in the working surface of the cylinder with outlets into its cavity so that lateral faces of the 
connecting rods of the synchronous groups of the different directions facing the cavity of the 
cylinder form movable parts of its working surface and the pistons are sequentially attached by 
their peripheries to the lateral faces of the connecting rods of the different synchronous groups, 
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forming working chambers between them for the purposes of providing a higher power-weight 
ratio and different strokes of independent working cycles to be performed simultaneously.
